Dear  Mrs.  Franklin, 

best  regards  from  Heiner  Nuhn  from  Rotenburg.  He  informed  me  of  your  interest  in  the 
history  of  the  Mansbach-family  from  Gudenberg  and  of  your  relationship  to  Isaac  Mansbach. 
P m busy  with  the  history  of  jewish  communities  and  families  in  North-Hesse  since  many 
years  and  my  researches  started  in  Gudendberg  in  1986. 

In  the  1 9th  century  two  Isaac  Mansbach  lived  in  Gudensberg,  who  emigrated  to  the  States. 

I suppose  you  are  interesting  in  Isaac  Mansbach  who  gave  a great  donation  for  the 
renovation  of  the  Gudensberg  synagogue  in  the  20th.  Heiner  told  me  you  know  about  a 
commemorative  plaque  for  Isaac  Mansbach  in  the  synagogue.  That' s true,  but  unfortunately 
the  plaque  doesn’ t exist.  In  1937  the  jewish  community  closed  the  synagogue  and  brought 
the  inventory  to  the  jewish  community  of  Kassel.  In  1938  the  synagogue-building  was  selled 
to  a baker. 

But  I found  two  newspaper-articles  from  1925  about  Isaac  Mansbach  and  the  renovation  of 
the  synagogue.  If  you  will  give  me  your  post-address,  P send  you  a copy  of  it. 

What  else  might  be  interesting  to  you  and  your  aunt  ? I've  compiled  a genealogy  of  the 
Mansbach  family.  P II  send  it  in  the  attachment.  If  you  are  interested  in  some  documents  of 
the  family  like  birth-  or  marriage-registers,  please  let  me  know  it.  If  you  are  interested  in 
contacts  with  other  descendants  of  the  Mansbachs,  Claudia  Stern  from  Buenos  Aires  is  a 
great-granddaughter  of  Isaac's  brother  Abraham  Mansbach.  I know  her  and  her  mother 
Fridel  Blum  since  more  then  15  years.  In  August  1991  they  visited  Gudensberg. 

In  Gudensberg  and  Maden  lived  some  other  Mansbach-families  too  and  I have  contacts  to 
descendants  of  them  in  the  San  Francisco,  Chicago  and  in  Israel.  The  eldest  one  is  Julius 
Mansbach  in  San  Francisco.  He  is  94  now  and  he  survived  in  the  Netherlands  hidden  by  a 
family  in  a room  behind  a wardrobe  like  Anne  Frank.  You  will  find  another  genealogy  of  the 
Mansbachs  on  my  website  www.judeninordhessen.de.vu 

I hope  the  letter  and  the  informations  are  intesting  to  you  and  we'  II  keep  in  touch.

Thanks  for  your  letter  of  February  26  and  the  copies  of  the  Mansbach  family  tree.  I am  glad 
you  have  got  so  many  informations  about  your  family  and  I'll  send  you  some  more. 

You  askes  me  about  the  three  other  sons  of  Lippman  Mansbach.  I could  find  something  about 
them  in  the  documents  of  the  jewish  community  of  Gudensberg  I have  got  from  the 
Hesssisches  Staatsarchiv  in  Wiesbaden. 

Daniel  Mansbach  ist  the  oldest  son  of  Lippman  and  Sara  Mansbach.  He  was  born  May  5,  1866 
(No.  361  of  the  lists  of  births).  As  you  know  Jacob,  your  grandfather  was  the  next. 

Then  in  1869,  May  29  Isaac  was  born,  but  he  died  one  month  later  at  June  26,  1869  (No. 389 
of  the  lists  of  births.  No. 263  of  the  lists  of  deaths). 

At  April  8,  1871  Lippman  and  Sara  got  a son  and  they  called  them  Isaac  too  (No.  403  of  the 
lists  of  births). 

In  1873,  December  15  Gelle  or  Emma  was  born.  She  died  at  the  age  of  16  on  January  20, 

1890.  (No.  435  of  the  lists  of  births,  Nr.  362  of  the  lists  of  deaths. 

At  November  1 1,  1875  Leib-Ichuia  (Levi)  was  born  (No.  451  of  the  lists  of  births). 

At  Febraury  26,  1878  Samuel  or  Sali  was  born  (No.  464  of  the  lists  of  births). 

That's  what  I could  find  out  about  them.  I don't  know  when  they  left  Gudensberg.  But  it  is 
interesting  that  at  the  end  of  the  19th  century  a lot  of  jewish  people  emigrated  to  the  USA. 

Two  other  informations  about  the  Mansbach  family  : 

Sara,  the  daughter  of  Daniel  and  Gelle  Mansbach  was  born  March  28,  1836  (No.  90  of  the  lists 
of  births). 

I think  I gave  you  a wrong  information  about  Daniel  Mansbach.  He  didn't  die  in  1870  because 
in  the  lists  of  marriages  Nr.  110  (Lippman  and  Sara  Mansbach)  you  can  read  about  the  parents 
of  Lippman  „Daniel  Mansbach,  Viehhändler  zu  Maden  und  dessen  noch  lebende  Wittwe 


Gelle  geborene  Speier“.  So  Daniel  died  before  1865.  In  the  lists  of  deaths  I could  find  a 
Daniel  Mansbach  who  died  July  8,  1857  at  the  age  of  74  (No.  199  of  the  lists  of  deaths).  He 
must  be  the  right  Daniel  Mansbach,  the  father  of  Lippman.  So  he  was  born  in  1782/1783. 

About  all  these  informations  I send  you  copies  of  the  lists. 

The  excerpt  from  the  Leo  Baeck  Institute  is  very  interesting.  Are  there  realy  any  relations  to 
the  Gudensberger  Mansbachs  ? 

At  the  end  of  this  week  we'll  get  three  weeks  holiday  and  we'll  travel  to  Spain  in  our  motor- 
caravan.
